
Parents offer $1 ,000 reward for safe return 


Police hunt missing area girl

The parents of a Belleville girl 
who has been missing for the past 18 
days have offered a $1,000 reward 
for the safe return of their 
daughter. 

Mrs. Esther Smith of Belleville 
said that she last saw her 16-year- 
old daughter, Brenda Sherry, on 
Jan. 28 and fears, after intensive 
searches by police and state law en- 
forcement agencies, that “some- 


thing dreadful has happened to 
her.” 

Brenda was wearing a pink jack- 
et with green and white trim and 
blue jeans when she left her home in 
Belleville. She is described as being 
about 5 feet, 4 inches, 110-pounds, 
with light brown hair and hazel 
eyes. 

A ninth grade student at North 
Junior High School in the Van 


Buren School-District, Brenda is 
considered to be popular with the 
students and is a “B”-plus student. 
Born Feb. 2. 1968, she recently cele- 
brated her 16th birthday. ‘Brenda 
has never run away from home be- 
fore,” Mrs. Smith said. "We have 
been patiently waiting and are ea- 
ger for news about her. She is very 
popular and was a cheerleader for 
our Cougars Little League football 


team. 

“We re praying for her safe re- 
turn,” she added. 

Belleville and Van Buren Police 
said they have been investigating 
the disappearance of the teen, but, 
“right now we don’t have anything 
substantial on her.” 

Brenda has been seen in the Hom- 
er area in the company of another 
girlfriend, according to police. 


Asked if she could be visiting any 
relatives out of state, Mrs. Smith 
said that there is a close member of 
the family in Florida, “but, if Bren- 
da was there, we would have gotten 
news of her immediately.”

Succumbs to MD 

To the end, young 
Brian remained brave

To the end young Brian Morri- 
son was brave. . . 

And, those who knew him drew 
courage from him. His fight to 
defeat muscular dystrophy has 
ended. 

Brian, a seven year resident of 
Romulus, lost his fast battle with 
Muscular Dystrophy last Mon- 
day night. He had fought this dis- 
ease for 12 years and his story 
drew national attention. 

Brian almost made it to his 
18th birthday, which would have 
been on March 31. 

In his short lifetime, though , he 
had accomplished many things, 
things. 

From 1974 to 1976, Brian was 
the inspiration for many as the 
Muscular Dystrophy Poster Boy. 
His list of friends included celeb- 
rities like Chad Everett. Steve 
Owens (Lion’s halfback). Charl- 
ton Heston. John Kelly (of Chan- 
nel 7), Tony Orlando and Dawn, 
Joe Glover (TV 2), Jerry Lewis. 
Bill Kennedy. Bob Seger, Mayor 
Orville Hubbard of Dearborn, 
and Mayor William Oakley of 
Romulus, who were all inspired 
by him to do more for the cam- 
paign against M D. 

Brian had organized his own 


campaign as well. The Brian 
Morrison Fund Raisers were 
successful in raising over 
$4500.00 for Muscular Dystrophy 
research. Yearly, Brian’s young 
friends wheeled him door to door 
to raise additional funds during 
the M. D. Telethon. 

Brian’s charisma was un- 
bounded. His classmates at the 
Ottowa School in Grand Rapids 
had voted him “most flirtatious” 
as well as the treasurer on the 
school council. At Christmas, 
Brian became engaged to Christ- 
ine Kasper, an aide at the Gran- 
ville Home. They had made 
plans for a lovely summer wed- 
ding. 

As Brians last act of heroism, 
he had willed his eyes so that 
someone else might see. 

The Dearborn Police Depart- 
ment acted as police escort for 
Brian's last ride on Friday, Feb 
11. A well co-ordinated plan in- 
volving police from Dearborn, 
Dearborn Heights. Inkster, 
Taylor, Romulus, and Garden 
City made it possible for Brian’s 
funeral procession to drive past 
his neighborhood on Halecreek 
in Romulus. 

It was his fervent hope that the 
fight against M.D. will end only 
when the disease is completely 
eradicated 


Gremore makes his move 


Ousted director seeks 
PCHA board post

When the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) Board 
of Directors conducts its annual 
election on Feb. 24, one of the candi- 
for an at-large seat will be a 
former PCHA executive director 
who was fired for alleged improp- 
rieties, in 1965 

Kenneth W. Gremore of Grosse 
lie announced last Thursday that he 
will bid to become one of the board ’s 
seven at-large members as the first 
step in a campaign to take over as 
chairman of the panel. 

The 47-member board is the deci- 
sion-making body of the PCHA, 
which owns and operates Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne, . Beyer Memo- 
rial in Ypsilanti, Outer Drive in Lin- 
coln Park, Seaway in Trenton and 
Heritage in Taylor. 

Before being ousted as the 
PCHA’s executive director on Oct. 
14, 1965, Gremore had spent 15 
years in the position. He also was 
the secretary of PCHA board and 
served as the hospital authority’s 
registerd lobbyist in Lansing from 
1952 until his firing. 

“I’m not going to sit here and see 
the organization I built go down the 
damned drain,” Gremore said. 

“All you ever hear from the 
PCHA these days is spend, spend, 
spend. These hospitals are for the 
people. It’s unconscionable that 
they spend this money so wildly.” 

Gremore also contended that the 
PCHA board should not have 
allowed some $32 million to build up 
in its funded depreciation account, 
which he termed a “surplus.” 

Ironically, it was Gremore’s 


spending habits that brought him 
notoriety in May 1965, when it was 
revealed that he had used $186,420 
in PCHA funds for lobbying pur- 
poses from 1955 through 1964. 

A special investigating commit- 
tee — headed by Donald J. Piz- 
zimenti, who has since *^rved as 
PCHA chairman for thr*last 17 
years — recommended that Gre- 
more be discharged, and the board 
as a whole voted 27-11 to proceed 
with the firing. 

In February 1966 State Atty. Gen. 
Frank J. Kelley charged Gremore 


with the misuse of public funds, bet- 
rayal of the public trust, disregard 
of the public interest and neglect of 
public duty. 

The former executive director 
maintained that he never did any- 
thing illegal, and hus case was nev- 
er brought to trial . He later success- 
fully brought suit against the PCHA 
for money owed him on the unex- 
pired portion of his contract, but he 
claims he never received any of the 
$35,000 awarded to him by a Wayne 
County Circuit Court jury in 1969.

City employees and the general 
public are being asked to contribute 
on an ongoing basis by bringing 
canned goods to collection locations 
at City Hall, the D P W. and the 
Police Department.

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Battle is brewing over closing 
Wayne County General Hospital 


Wayne County Executive Wil- 
liam Lucas’ threat to possibly close 
Wayne County General Hospital 
has been met bv sudden and strong 
opposition from Inkster city offi- 
cials and other elected representa- 
tives. 

Lucas said the hospital, which 
employs 25 percent of the county’s 
workers, will be shut down unless 
its $13-million-a-year operating de- 
ficit can be eliminated A large 
number of Inkster residents are 
employed at the hospital 
Lucas made his threat to close 


Wayne County General Hospital 
during his 35-minute State of the 
County address Monday afternoon 
in Detroit. Many elected officials 
who sat in on the message strongly 
oppose any plans to close the hos- 
pital. 

Two county commissioners — 
Kay Beard of Inkster and Milton 
Mack of Wayne — were outspoken 
in their criticism of that possibility. 
Mrs Beard, in fact, along with 
Mayor William Daniels of Inkster, 
hosted a public hearing yesterday 
morning to give Inkster residents 


an opportunity to voice their con- 
cern about the possible closing of 
the facility. 

Inkster Councilman Jim Col- 
leran, aided by City Clerk Betty 
Miller, drafted a resolution late 
Monday afternoon after hearing of 
Lucas’ plans to possibly close the 
county hospital. Colleran intro- 
duced the resolution at Monday 
night’s Inkster City Council meet- 
ing — imploring Lucas to “Find the 
means to maintain” the hospital for 
the citizens of Wayne County. 

Colleran’s resolution was sup-

ported by Councilman Willie Johii- r 
son and was unanimously adopt^a,. 
Councilman Johnson, who h^s 
worked at Wayne County General 
Hospital, spoke of the vital need to 
keep the facility open. 

“When the President of the Un- 
ited States visits Michigan. Wayne 
County General Hospital is kept on 
alert in case of emergency/’ John- 
son said at Monday night’s council 
meeting. “I know because I’ve been 
part of plans in case the President 
may have to be taken to the hospital

Sumpter to hold 
public hearings 


The Sumpter Township Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopement will hold a public meet- 
ing on Thursday to receive input 
from residents for the township’s 
1983-84 Community Development 
Block Grant funds. 

The hearing will be conducted at 5 
p.m. at the Sumpter Township Hall, 
23480 Sumpter Road. 


Residents are urged to attend and 
discuss what eligible projects are 
top priority for the township. 

The township board will receive 
recommendations and suggestions 
from the citizens, but it will have 
the final say on where the funds will 
be earmarked, under federal guide- 
lines. 


To clear the air and 
dispel any confusion 
about the township s 
role in collecting sum- 
mer taxes for the 
Huron School District, 
Huron Township Clerk 
Mary Lou Carey has 
issued the following 
statement : 

“There seems to be 
some misunderstand- 
ing among the voters 
in Huron Township on 
the subject of summer 
tax collection. Last 
fall the township had 
two advisory ques- 
tions on the ballot. 
These two advisory 
questions were placed 
on the ballot because 
the Michigan 
Townships Associa- 
tion was opposed to the 
summer tax collection 
and thought that if 
they had the outcome 
of these advisory ques- 
tions to put before the 
Legislature, they 
would listen to the peo- 
ple of the State of 
Michigan and NOT 
pass the summer tax 
collection. 

“We were wrong. 
The Legisiatuure 
listened to the 
township officials ex- 
press their disagree- 
ment with summer tax 
collections; they lis- 
tened as we told them 
that the voters of our 


communities did NOT 
want to pay summer 
tax collections They 
(the State Legisla- 
ture) passed the law 
regardless of what 
township voters said. 
At the time, I thought 
how wrong and 
thoughtless they were. 

“However, I have 
since had a change of 
heart (or mind) on the 
subject after listening 
to many school offi- 
cials discuss the mat- 
ter. If our school dis- 
trict can save approx- 
imately $100,000 by 
having half of their tax 
collection at the open- 
ing of school and not 
having to borrow' 
money — or more im- 
portantly — not have 
to pay the interest on 
the money that they 
borrow to start school 
with, I see no good 
reason to oppose them 
on summer tax collec- 
tion. Does it really 
matter when we pay 
the bill ? This first year 
may present some- 
what of a hardship on 
those who have been 
out of work but senior 
citizens and farmers 
are entitled to an ex- 
emption and may 
choose to pay ALL of 


their taxes in the win- 
ter just as they have 
done in the past. 

“1 am truly sorry if 
you, the voters, were 
misled by the Advis- 
ory Questions on the 
ballot when you voted. 
These matters were 
not binding upon the 
school or the township 
not the state Legisla- 
ture. 

“By the time that 
you are reading this, I 
am sure that most of 
the people of our 
township will be 
aware that the State of 
Michigan has withheld 
the state aid to the 
schools and local units 
of governments for 
this quarter with no 
definite date for pay- 
ment offered. This will 
definitely cause a cash 
flow problem for local 
units and school dis- 
tricts, I hope it eases 
some of the problem 
for the state, at least 
temporarily. I really 
believe that this is the 
cause of many school 
districts opting for the 
summer tax collection 
this year. When antici- 
pated revenues aren’t 
received, it causes 
pay-less pay days and 
numerous other prob- 


lems for smaller dis- 
tricts and township 
like ours. We have also 
been informed that the 
Wayne County In- 
termediate School 
District is going to 
have a summer tax 
collection this year of 
half of their total 
assessment. 

“Although this may 
create a problem for 
you as an individual to 
pay half of your school 
taxes in July and the 
other half in Decem- 
ber, it may make it 
somewhat easier for 
some people to come 
up with half now and 
half later. Either way, 
it’s a new way of life in 
Huron Twp. Many 
cities and township 
have collected sum- 
mer taxes for schools 
in other districts in 
Michigan in the past 
few years and the 
reaction the first time 
around was much the 
same as it has been 
here— - no one is happy 
to pay taxes at any 
time of any year, but 
they are a necessary 
part ^f life in this great 
country of ours when 
you consider the 
alternatives!”

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Masked gunmen rob Radio Shack of $1 ,500 




Belleville police arrest car theft suspect 


Three masked gunmen held up a 
store manager of the Radio Shack 
in Vaijr Buren Township last week 
and escaped with approximately 
$l,50tf Ih cash and goods. 

TheVnen entered the store shortly 
before ll a m. and quickly slipped 
on ski masks. They approached 
the store manager and forced him 
at gun point to hand over the cash 
from the till. While one of the gun- 
man stayed with the register, the 
others rifled the shelves of stereo 


and radio equipment. 

There were no patrons in the store 
at the time of the robbery. 

“They timed it when no one was in 
the building, ” said Van Buren 
Police Chief Leonard Keller. “The 
men worked quickly and they made 
their getaway in what a witness 
said was a blue vehicle. ” 


In an unrelated case. Van Buren 
police said they have arrested three 
teen-age youths, one a former em- 
ployee, of breaking into a local res- 
taurant. Police will seek warrants 
for charging the suspects for 
breaking and entering a business 
establishment. 

Police said approximately $600 in 


meat was stolen from the Burger 
Chef restaurant after burglars 
broke into the building earlier this 
month. 

Police Chief Keller said that the 
trail led to a former employee of the 
restaurant. He said the youths, all 
18, live in Ypsilanti Township, 
Wayne and Inkster. The meat has 


been recovered. Keller added. 

Patrolman Barney Czajokowski 
was credited with making the 
arrests after an investigation. 

In the meantime, Belleville police 
have arrested and handed over to 
Westland police a 22-year-old man 
wanted for questioning in an armed 
robbery and stolen vehicle case. 


Belleville police officers Vern 
Taylor and Carl Arnett were on pat- 
rol when they spotted a vehicle that 
reportedly was stolen from West- 
land They pursued the driver and 
stopped him After questioning the 
suspect . the two officers placed him 
under arrest 

“Alertness on the part of our 
officers,” said Belleville Police 
Chief Willard Dockter, “led to the - 
arrest of this suspect. They did an 4-' 
excellent job.” ; 
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Gremore seeks PCHA job 


Gremore rapped the current 
board for not returning the alleged 
surplus funds to the 24 PCHA com- 
munities, for buying too much hos- 
pital equipment, for continuing to 
levy a property tax to fund the orga- 
nization’s operations and for failing 
to fight proposed bed reductions at 
Seaway and Outer Drive hospitals. 

“If I am successful in my effort to 
become chairman, I will dig into 
the past records of expendutures 
and open them to the public,” Gre- 
more said. “I got fired the last time 
I did that, but I’ll do it again.” 

A number of PCHA directors pri- 
vately expressed serious doubts 
over the possibility of Gremore win- 
ning an at-large seat, let alone the 
chairmanship. 


Driver 

charged with 
manslaughter 


Jeannette Koziarski, 37, of Ply- 
mouth Township has been charged 
with manslaughter in the Jan. 27 
traffic death of Lawrance Konkol, 
33, of Canton. 

Arraignment on the count has 
been set for 10:30 a m. Feb. 24 at 
35th District Court in Plymouth. 

At her preliminary hearing Tues- 
day, Koziarski stood mute, but a not 
guilty plea was entered for her by 
the court. She was released on 
$15,000 personal bond. 

Canton police sought the man- 
slaughter charge after blood sam- 
ples taken from Koziarski and 
tested by the State Police Crime 
Laboratory in Lansing indicated 
that her blood alcohol level was .19 
percent 2*/2 hours after the accident 
that took Konkol’s life. 

According to police, the accident 
occurred at 6 : 44 a . m . on Ford Road 
near Lilley when Koziarski’s east- 
bound Lincoln Continental crossed 
the center line and smashed head- 
on into Konkol’s Datsun. 

Konkol was taken to the Oakwood 
Hospital Canton Center, where he 
was pronounced dead at 7:30 a m. 
Koziarski was transported to 
Wayne County General Hospital for 
treatment of minor injuries. 

While the Plymouth Township 
woman was being treated at the 
hospital, police obtained a search 
warrant to get a sample of her blood 
in order to test its alcohol content. 


Several pointed out that Gremore 
is a resident of Grosse lie, which is 
not a member of the PCHA.

“I don’t know where he got that 
information,” said Pizzimenti, “I 
know my name has been submitted 
for another term as a member at- 
large, and I will accept the nomina- 
tion (for the chairmanship), if it is 
made.” 

Norton called Gremore’s account 
of Pizzimenti relinquishing his post 
“ludicrous and ridiculous.” 

“Don Pizzimenti is probably the 
best public official I’ve ever met,” * 
Norton said. “I could never fill that 
man’s shoes. 


“He has given a good portion of 
his life during the last 20 years, at no 
pay, to making the PCHA one of the 
best public hospital systems in the 
state.” 

Norton added that he does not be- 
lieve Gremore can win a seat on the 
board. 

4 There isn ’t a ghost of a chance of 
him getting elected to anything,” 
Norton said. “If he does somehow 
get elected, it will be time for me to 
move on.”

Teachers cancel trip, 
parents petition board 


“We feel it’s of utmost import- 
ance that a commitment made to 
the children of this community be 
kept. Every effort will be made to 
see that it will be”. 

Romulus school board president 
Dan Bales said it forcefully, as he 
asked School Supt. Dr. William Be- 
dell, Principal Richard Goode, and 
all interested parents to set up a 
meeting at Wick School to find 
alternative solutions to the can- 
cellation of the sixth grade camping 
trip. 

The five-day trip to Camp Nahelu 
has been a tradition since Wick 
School opened. Plans call for it to 
take place this year beginning May 
26. However, these plans are in 
jeopardy as sixth grade students re- 
ceived a note last week telling their 
parents that the trip had been can- 
celled. 

Sixth grade parents and many 
tearful students were at the Board 
meeting Monday night with signs 
and petitions signed by more than 
300 Romulus residents asking that 
the school board consider hiring 
substitute teachers to organize and 
participate in the camping trip. 

Mrs. Jan Conrad spoke of “the 
hurt, disappointment and disillu- 
sionment” suffered by the students 
at the abrupt cancellation of the trip 
by sixth grade teachers. 

The camping trip is a learning ex- 
perience with regular classes utiliz- 
ing the campground setting and 
evening fun and games such as 
gong shows, and contests. 

It had been planned and executed 
as part of the outdoor education 
program under the direction of 


Mrs. Chris Powers for the past 
several years. Money for camp is 
earned by the students who start in 
September of their sixth grade. 
More than $3,000 has been raised so 
far this year. 

Preparing for the trip has taken 
many man-hours each year of extra 
time donated by the teachers. While 
at the camp they are with the stu- 
dents 24 hours a day with no extra 
compensation. 

The students were told that the 
teachers do not have that extra time 
available as they were forced to 
take part time jobs after their salar- 
ies were cut by 20 percent , abruptly , 
last November. 

Bales said he realized that not 


enough appreciation had been ex- 
pressed to the teachers for their . 
previous efforts and the parents J. 
themselves were complimentary of * 
past efforts. ] 

Irene Jernigan and Jan Conrad

Two separate robbery attempts 
have promoted a strong warning to 
area residents from the Wayne 
Police Department. 

According to Lt . G. William Whit- 
worth, a trio of men in their late 20s 
or eafly 30s have been attempting to 
perpetrate a confidence-type 
schefie on elderly area residents. 
Whitjvorth noted that the hoax had 
been* attempted twice within the 
last ^eek in Wayne and that reports 
of the same type of incidents had 
been reported in both Inkster and 
Westland recently. 

According to victims’ accounts of 
the incidents, two men verbally 
identifying themselves as workers 
from water or electric companies 
entered the potential victims’ 
homes and announced that, due to 
an overpayment, the couples were 
entitled to a $60 refund. The two 
men then offered the couples a cash 
rebate if they could produce $40 in 
change from a $100 bill which they 
brandished.

Wljtile the refund was being 
offered by one of the suspected 
thieves, the other would ask one of 
the residents to accompany him on 
a tour of the home to inspect the 


water pipes or wiring. Separating 
the residents is a key to the success 
of the scheme, Whitworth ex- 
plained , as while one is busy getting 
the refund, the other is distracted. 

While the alleged ‘inspector’ then 
distracts both the victims, his 
accomplice steals the couple’s re- 
maining cash which he located 
while the $40 change was being re- 
trieved, Whitworth said. 

The con men’ are accompanied 
by a third suspect who remains in a 
late-model dark blue or black pick- 
up truck outside the home, the offic- 
er added, and the truck reportedly 
has no distinguishing marks or let- 
tering. 

Whitworth urged all senior 
citizens in the area to be particular- 
ly aware of the hoax and to demand 
identification from anyone 
approaching them claiming to be a 
representative of any utility com- 
pany. 

“Do not take any chances,” he 
cautioned. “If you have any doubts 
or if proper identification cannot be 
presented, contact the Wayne 
Police at 721-1414 immediately.” 

The recent attempts were unsuc- 
cessful , Whitworth explained , when 
the elderly victims did not have the 
proper change for the $100 bill.

‘Crime fighters’ 


You don’t have to be an adult, and wear a badge, and a 
police uniform to fight crime and criminals. If you see 
something suspicious, phone your local police depart- 
ment. And, basically, that’s what “Mr. McGruff” is all 
about. McGruff’s message “Take a bite out of Crime” 
was brought to Huron recently in a form of a poster 


contest and the first place winners at Miller Elementary 
School are: Autumne Brooke (front row, from left), Dar- 
rell Krause, Niki Zimmerman, Ben Laurell and Rhea 
LaVoisne; in the second row are Huron Township Police 
Chief Joseph Carney, “Mr. McGruff” and Miller School 
Principal William Miller. 


State Representatives Edward E. 
Mahalak (D-Romulus) and 
Richard F. Sullivan (D-New Bos- 
ton) said this week they are elated 
over the refusal of an Ingham Coun- 
ty circuit judge to allow Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield of Michigan to set their 
own rates for non-group purchases 
of Medicare supplemental insur- 
ance. 

The Blues had asked the court to 
rule against the state insurance 
commissioner s order of a 15% in- 
crease and $9.6 million subsidy for 
senior subscribers. 

Mahalak and Sullivan said they 
have had many complaints from 
senior citizens, objecting to the 
prospect of unaffordable rates set 
by the Blues for the supplemental 
insurance. 

Since the circuit court decision is 
expected to be appealed by the 
Blues, Mahalak and Sullivan ex- 
pressed the hope that the State 
Court of Appeals will take the same 


position as the lower court 

“The basic issue, ” Mahalak said, 
“is whether or not the Blues can be 
regulated by the State of Michigan. 
The Blues are seeking to sidestep 
that regulation. This was not the in- 
tent of the Legislature when it wrote 
law to regulate the Blues the same 
as we regulate other insurance car- 
riers in Michigan. ” 

Sullivan added, “The sup- 
plemental insurance is an impor- 


tant security to countless older per- 
sons, since Medicare does not pay 
for all health care costs. It is equal- 
ly important that the supplemental 
insurance be within the means of 
retirees with limited income. 

“If the Blues were allowed to set 
their own rates, it appears likely 
that the insurance would be priced 
out of reach for great numbers of 
these senior citizens.”

j5o — what are you doing with yourself these winter evenings now 
that “Winds of War” has been swept away and packaged into future 
television re-runs (and what ABC hoped would be top-viewing acco- 
lades)? You did watch it, didn’t you? It was probably the topic of 
conversation when you talked with friends throughout the week, 
night? » 

AVith subject matter always a prime concern for columnists, I 
couldn’t resist the opportunity to do an armchair critique of the 
screen adaptation of Herman Wouk’s best seller. Since this is being 
put together just mid-way through the slated 18 hours, 1 can only 
include mv impression on less than half the mini-series, the most 
highly touted (and costly) TV programming ever. 

First off, too much bally-hoo on any upcoming event — be it 
stage-play , movie , sporting contest or release of a new book — can be 
a detriment to the undertaking Being constantly inundated by TV 
commercials, radio spots, newspaper ads and entire tabs on W-W. 
the prospective viewer gets pumped up into expecting an extrava- 
ganza as proven as “Gone With the Wind ' 

That was the case at our house as we, like our counterparts all over 
America, tuned in precisely at 8 p m. on the Sunday designated — all 
set for three hours of prime viewing. 

I’d read and thoroughly enjoyed “Winds of War “ so knew the screen 
version could be an exciting and moving serialization The trouble? 
It wasn't exciting and it didn’t move! As weho-hummedour way to 9 
p.m. and network identification time that opening night, we agreed 
it’d been one boring hour. So we flipped the off button and settled in 
with our current reading. Heeding a suggestion included in a not too 
enthusiastic advance article on the show, we had our latest maga- 
zines and books at our elbow. If many others were as disenchanted 
with that first 60 minutes, we agreed, ABC was going to take a 
heck-uva beating on that 40 million they’d shelled out. 

But — come Monday night ( and only after M*A*S*H) — we decided 
to give W-W a second chance (mainly because we didn t want to be 
( left out of any later discussions on the show ) The story had perked 


up somewhat and was a bit more interesting but still d-r-a-g-g-e-d 
terribly. It was so lethargic that a 20-minute phone call mid-way 
didn’t even upset me. 

It’s been 11 years since I read the pre-World War II saga but “Pug” 
is remembered as rather a short, feisty individual in his late 40 s. 
Rohert Mitchum at 65 was a bit long in the tooth for the part which he 
played as woodeuly as a cigar store Indian. A mediocre actress at 
best, forty-three-year-old Alie MacGraw (who’s still doing re-runs 
of Jennifer from “Love Story”) wasn’t too convincing as the 27-year- 
old Natalie especially having to play opposite a too-young looking 
Jan-Michael Vincent whose looks certainly belie his 38 years. 

Polly Bergen, too, is a contradiction of her 52 years and with her 
trim figure and sag-free face could pass for the mid-40 Rhoda (but 
what was wrong with her mouth ; or was it her teeth 9 ) Granted , my 
memory is fuzzy from the decade-ago reading of W-W but I don’t 
recall Rhoda being such a bubblehead. 

Then there’s David Dukes (Leslie Slote) — wouldn’t you just once 
like to see him in a jovial role 9 His big contribution was a constant 
tightening of his jaw muscles which grew as tiresome as seeing him 
taunted (again and again) by a bitchy Natalie. 

As for Hitler, Gunter Meisner’s dippy portrayal bordered on the 
comical with his crepey face, slight lisp and too-obviously-false 
smudge of a mustache He. too, seemed a bit aged to be the 50-year- 
old dictator In contrast. Ralph Bellamy at 79 was believable as the 
57-year-old Roosevelt Countless performances as FDR in “Sunrise 
at Campobello” no doubt abetted his role. 

Originally slated for 12 hours, the series might have made a bigger 
impact and kept its audience awake had the powers-to-be stuck with 
those plans It seems that almighty advertising dollar was too much 
to resist so the viewing public was subjected to six more hours of 
stretched out narrative and dull footage of convoys or caravans of 
louring cars. Shots of people leaving and entering automobiles, walk- 
ing up or down staircases or corridors, and those scenes where back- 


ground music filled the void were downright tiresome. 

Unlike “Holocaust”, a devastating emotional experience, or “Sho- 
gun”, a powerful historical revelation. “Winds of War” lacked the 
action that should have been foremost with its subject. It was just too 
talkie ! 

The history and geography (on-location scenes) involved with 
making the epic, however, compensated for some of the aforemen- 
tioned criticism but not for the overall dullness. 

I suppose the two best adjectives to pin on “Winds of War” (which 
certainly wasn’t all bad) would be “interesting” and “educational” 
— its history lesson alone keeping it from being a complete dis- 
appointment. 

Unfortunately, at least for the first half (remember — I was only 
halfway when this was penned) it couldn’t be labeled a smash. “All 
right” will have to do for now. 

In the event you loved the 18 hours you spent away from other 
pasttimes, I’m glad for ABC and that 40 million.

Mrs. Smith revealed that Brenda ,* 
Janette Sherry is an adopted child— : 
“but she knew this, so that isn’t the * 
reason she isn't here. I have raised*' 
other children.” 

During the 18-day span, Brenda, 
celebrated her 16th birthday. She* 
was born Feb. 2, 1968. She attended 
North Junior High School in Bellevil- 
le and was also a cheerleader for the 
Cougar little league football team. 

An attractive, 5-feet-4, 110-pound 
brunette, Brenda has hazel eyes and 
a fair complexion. Mrs. Smith says 
her daughter may have been wear? 
ing a pink jacket with green and 
white trim, and blue jeans when she 
left. 

She said that although the family 
has relatives in Florida, she doesn’t 
believe Brenda had headed south be- 
cause “they would have called us.” 

“All we want is to know that she is 
safe,” Mrs. Smith added, “That’s all 
we want to know. We love her.” 

The Smiths are offering a $1 ,000 re- 
ward for the safe return of their 
daughter. 

“We’re not wealthy people, but we 
hope that the money will help us find 
out what happened to her.”

Mobile Home Park 
was viable project 


( EDITOR'S NOTE — Romulus City Council turned down its 
Planning Commission’s favorable recommendation to 
approve the Wineman’s Investment Company’s plans to con- 
struct a mobile park in the city. This is a Guest Editorial from 
YVineman associate and attorney. Richard Komer). 

Despite our request for additional workshop 
sessions or a special meeting to review our prop- 
osal and proposed development and the issues in 
depth, the City Council of Romulus, after only 
two meetings, hurriedly defeated our rezoning 
petition and rejected the Planning Commis- 
sion’s favorable recommendation by a vote of 
4-2 with one councilman choosing to abstain. 

Obvious confusion and misinformation were 
indicated by several opposing council members 
on each key issues as school taxes, re- 
venues to the city, state control over the park 
and the city's Master Plan. 

Despite our well documented and factual 75 
page position statement and a series of follow-up 
letters, together with our oral presentations, 
arguments offered by several members of the 
council with preconceived and prejudiced 
against mobile homes, that we could develop the 
property as zoned for single family were 
obviously incorrect due to the fact that not a 
single sizeable subdivision has been built in 
Romulus in the last 12 years. 

Factual proofs on the issues summarily were 
disregarded. Further, the council s decision is 
tantamount to confiscation without compensa- 
tion which is illegal under our current laws. 

With more public support as a matter of re- 


cord than opposition, the Chamber of Com- 
merce’s support and the Planning Commis- 
sion’s recommendation, we question what the 
majority of the council’s motivation was to de- 
feat the rezoning. 

We believe that it was personal prejudices 
rather than citizens' interest. 

The real tragedy, however, is for the citizens 
of Romulus who have experienced a continuing 
loss of population, shameful lack of adequate 
shopping facilities, lack of affordable ownership 
housing, which our development would have 
changed. And a negative image as a no-growth 
area remains. 

The council’s decision continues this pattern 
and offers no hope of a future for its citizens , and 
it also signals to other potential developers to 
avoid Romulus as a no growth area. 

What is so desperately needed in the world 
doesn’t change the bottom line that Romulus is 
stagnating, a fact recognized by certain prog- 
ressive councilmen, city officials who unfortu- 
nately were in the minority. 

Because of our large investment in our prop- 
erty, with absolutely no alternatives, we will 
continue to pursue the development with an 
ever-increasing body of public support who are 
demanding change and positive growth.

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Living quarters 
in a business 
zoned area? 

EDITOR — The Belleville zoning 
ordinance contains a provision 
that prohibits the use of living 
quarters in the business district. 
A grandfather clause allows pre- 
viously occupied quarters to con- 
tinue until the premises are va- 
cated. 

Some months ago Mayor Jus- 
tin Emerson suggested to the 
council that the ordinance be 
amended to allow occupancy 
wherever quarters are up to 
code. 

The council sent the matter to 
the zoning commission and they 
published a notice of public hear- 
ing. No one appeared at the hear- 
ing. Even I missed the notice. 
^Consequently the zoning com- 
mission reported back to the 
council that there was a “no 
show” and public indifference in- 
dicated that the “no occupancy” 
provision should be retained. 

I have long thought that this 
Was a bad provision. Years ago 
in a conversation with the late 
Police Chief Mickey McLaughlin 
I expressed my view. He replied 
that many times before the ordi- 
nance he would receive evening 
phone calls from people living in 
the business district reporting a 
disturbance. He added that the 
police were able to respond so 
quickly that nothing major could 
^develop. 

When businesses close for the 
day there are no eyes, ears or 


signs of occupancy to deter 
would-be vandals. I have heard 
this argument summarily dis- 
missed by a member of the zon- 
ing commission as worthless. 

A number of years ago I work- 
ed with the Huron Valley Girl 
Scout Council in the acquisition 
of a tract of land west of the vil- 
lage of Stony Creek which be- 
came Camp Crawford. 

We drilled two wells, built 
toilets and established a camp- 
ground for the girls. The camp 
was bothered by trespassers, 
vandals and others with inten- 
sions unknown. We suggested to 
the council that a house be built 
near the road and rented to a 
family for a price that would in- 
clude the use of their phone and 
their eyes and ears to im- 
mediately report unauthorized 
visitors. 

The house was built, occupied 
and the problems stopped. 

Schools subjected to high van- 
dalism have installed a mobile 
home on the property with occu- 
pants. This action has proved 
more effective than alarm sys- 
tems and the occasional patrol 
car. 

The public hearing may have 
failed but you can still address 
your concern to the Council, 6 
Main Street, or call the City Hall, 
697-9323.

Mobile Park wasn’t 
in best interest 

EDITOR — We would like to per- 
sonally and publicly thank those 
members of the Romulus City 
Council who voted to reject the 
Planning Commission’s recom- 
mendation to rezone property on 
Ecorse Road for a Mobile Home 
Park. 

We are also thankful for the 
position taken by the school 
board against this development. 
We feel, that those members 
showed they care about people, 


property, taxes and progress of 
our childrens city. 

Let us point out, that under the 
Mobile Home Act the treasurer 
of the city would collect monthly 
50 cents for the city, another 50 
cents for the county and two dol- 
lars for the schools per trailer- 
coach so parked. 

We hope that all the people of 
the city realize that all of us 
would have to dish out money to 
support the Mobile Home Park 
by subsidizing additional city- 
services, police-protection, fire- 
protection and additional fund- 
ing for the schools. 

The proposed Mobile Home 
Park involved about 200 acres 
with one thousand trailer-pads. 
The park was to be completed in 
approximately eight years. It 
would cost the depreciation of 
the surrounding homes in which 
location the citizen pay premium 
taxes on their property, most 
likely the highest of any residen- 
tial area in the city. 

We understand the petitioner 
was to put in 1,000 trailers. 
Actually, he was only proposing 
to put in pads, where trailers are 
parked on, so the “beautiful 
Mobile Home Park” which was 
discussed was not as believed, 
the petitioners proposal was a 
plan on developing 200 acres with 
the layout in PADS and roads. 

As we understand it, the trail- 
er-pads would be for rent. 

Maybe now the people of 
Romulus can understand why we 
were so opposed to this kind of 
development in that proposed 
location. 

We feel the same way about 
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^ , Today I had my hair done. My 
white hair was whiter than usual , 
and all the curls were in place 
and I was feeling pretty win- 
some.

I jammed at that gas pedal, 
and the car reared up and began 
bucking across the intersection, 
while my granddaughter kept 
shouting that the light had 
changed again and we were 
going to get hit by cars coming 
every which way. 

But I tamed that car. And then 
I let my anger and frustration 
sweep over me, and I reveled in 
it. 

“Darcy,” I said to the little 
teen-ager sitting beside me. 
“I’m going to catch up to that 
van, and when we pass him I 
want you to give him the finger ! ’ * * 

“Grandma,” she shouted, 
shocked right to the gills, I ex- 
pect. And then she began to 
giggle. 

“You really want me to, 
Grandma?” 


But by that time I had cooled 
down somewhat, and I was strug- 
gling to regain my dignity. I was 
also ashamed of myself to have 
let my little granddaughter see 
how terribly human I am. After 
all, grandmothers are suppose to 
be above vulgarity. 

“No,” I told her. “No, I am 
going to give you a demonstra- 
tion of turning the other cheek, 
the way you are supposed to do if 
you want to get to heaven without 
getting your block knocked off.” 

“Grandma, you’re funny ,” she 
said, which I took to be a pretty 
good compliment coming from a 
little kid who is now a teen-ager. 
Before a kid gets to be a teenager 
they always think their mothers 
and fathers and grandmothers 
and grandfathers are pretty neat 
people.

This week marks the final in- 
clusion, my editor tells me, of the 
, “Hunger Hotlines” listings, so, if

• The few weeks that I’ve been 
involved in collecting informa- 
tion about the hunger and 
emergency services programs 
have been enlightening, to say 
the least. I hope the information 
I’ve passed along has been 
helpful. 

, There are some things that 
should be stressed again and 
again — until this entire 
emergency aid problem has been 
resolved. 

- • The numbers of people cur- 
rently in need are overwhelming 
— even to the people who have 
administered emergency ser- 
vices programs for years 

• • A major source of frustration 
’ : among emergency services peo- 

•• pie — and one given near- 

priority — is food distribution. 
Last Friday I heard, from Coun- 
ty Commissioner Mary Dumas. 


that a food distribution coordina- 
tor had to turn away several 
agencies with truckloads of food 
because there was neither the 
equipment nor the manpower to 
unload the trucks and stack the 
food in the warehouse. 

So the food is there — its just a 
question of getting it from Point 
A to Point B and then into the 
hands of the people who need it. 

( By the way, if you would like to 
volunteer your services, you can 
call Karen Brown at Family and 
Neighborhood Services (782- 
0600), and she will put you in 
touch with the people whose 
programs need help. I under- 
stand that more and more calls 
are coming in from unemployed 
workers wanting to help.) 

• Another source of frustration 
is coordination— the right hand 
keeping up with what the left 
hand is doing It’s essential that 
food providers keep in touch w ith 
one another. There have already 
been incidences of too much food 
at one place and not enough at 
another 

So, churches, schools, com- 
munities and private organiza- 
tions running food pantries, soup 


kitchens or collection and dis- 
tribution centers are being asked 
to give information concerning 
their programs to the central 
Eloise Commissary Hotline (721- 
4470). They, in turn, will pass 
along the information . They need 
to know what hours you are open, 
how many meals or food baskets 
you prepare, and for whom, and 
whether you have plenty of food 
or not enough. 

That Hotline number will be 
publicized soon (if not already) 
on TV. radio and in the newspap- 
ers. People in need will use it to 
find out where the food sources 
are in their areas. 

If the Hotline has no informa- 
tion (or, worse yet, misinforma- 
tion — such as the announcement 
of food when there is none) con- 
cerning your program, they 
can t accurately spread the word 
about you 

So call them Let them know f 
who you are and what you’re 
doing. 

In that same light, the food 
program coordinators are 
asking that smaller groups, such 
as small churches and non-profit 
organizations, join together and 
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share activities and resources. 

When you can keep the num- 
bers of outlets to a minimum 
(being sure to cover all areas, of 
course) , it is easier to spread the 
word (through various * Hot- 
lines”, for instance), and it in- 
creases the opportunities for 
•networking”. 

It stands to reason that one 
group of, say, five small chur- 
ches could create a more well- 
rounded, longer-term program 
than could five small churches 
setting up five individual prog- 
rams 

The biggest complaint I hear 
from small groups who start up 
food programs is that there is 
never enough money coming in 
and never enough provisions 
Their efforts are short-term, at 
best — and frustrating to those 
people who want so much to help 

The answer — from those in 
the know — is to join forces and 
coordinate efforts

With the economy 
being just a little 
beyond what could be 
described as “horri- 
ble/* record com- 
panies are finding it 
infeasible to sign as 
many new acts as they 
once did. Many of the 
companies are finding 
a way around this by 
recording 12-inch Ex- 
tended Play (E.P.) re- 
cords to test the wa- 
ters, so to speak. It 
gives people a chance 
to hear four or five 
songs by new artists at 
a cost of around $4. 

Columbia Reocrds, 
for example, did this 
with a New York 
group called Scandal 
(reviewed here some 
weeks ago) that is now 
on the verge of break- 
ing big nationally with 
the FM hit “Goodbye 
To You,” and they 
don’t even have an 
album out yet. Any- 
way, here are some of 
the more noteworthy 
of the recent E.P.’s 
and 12-inch singles. 

BERLIN 

“Pleasure Victim” 

(GefTen) 

Not just another 
synth-pop band from 
L.A., Berlin has a gim- 
mick or two up their, 
uh, sleeves. First and 
foremost, there’s lead 
singer Terri Nunn. 
Then, there’s sex. 

Publicists at Geffen 
Records are quite 
aware of this, as 
shown by their neatly 
pointing out that in the 
inner sleeve photo 
Terri is “naked except 
for a fur.” 

Musically, Berlin is 
quite good, and they 
have a way with a 
melody. ‘‘Tell Me 
Why” is a winner all 
the way, and “Mas- 


querade” and “World 
Of Smiles” show that 
the band can indeed 
rock. 

The selling point 
though, is the dance 
club smash “Sex (I'm 
A...).” with lyrics like 
“Slip and slide in wet 
delight” leading the 
way, Berlin could go 
far. If only they don’t 
become the Pia 
Zadora of rock 
’n’roll... 

BRUCE SPRING- 
STONE 

“Live At Bedrock” 
(Clean Cut 

Imagine, if you will, 
a Bruce Springsteen 
concert. It’s absolute 
bedlam as The Boss 
takes the stage with 
the E Street Band, one 
lone spotlight shining 
down on the figure at 


stage center as the 
band starts into a riff 
that brings screams of 
recognition from ev- 
ery patron of the are- 
na. The song, of 
course, is “Meet The 
Flinstones.” 

A twisted vision to 
be sure, if not a real 
live flashback. But it’s 
true. Of course it isn’t 
Springsteen, but who- 
ever it is has the man s 
voice and style down 
pat, and ditto for the 
band. It’s uncanny, 
really ! 

The intro to “Meet 
The Flintstones” is 
priceless (actually ab- 
out $3) ; done to the 
melody of ‘ Back- 
streets” and in 
Bruces “Growin’ Up” 
style, telling a story to 
lead into the song with 
a crash. “I remember 


cornin’ home from my 
job — I had a job flip- 
pin’ dino-burgers...” 
You get the idea. 

The flip side is 
“Take Me Out To The 
Ballgame,” and I have 
no doubts that if 
Springsteen did this 
song in the stone-age 
wuth an electric band, 
this is what it would 
sound like. This is a 
must; astound your 
friends and laugh 
yourself silly. And 
have a Yabba-dabba- 
doo time. 

ROBERT HAZARD 
(RCA) 

Word has it that 
Robert Hazard and his 
band. The Heroes, are 
the hottest thing to hit 
Philadelphia in years. 
They’ve won over 
their hometown, 


opened for the Rolling 
Stones on their last 
tour, and were the first 
band to appear on 
cable station The USA 
Network s concert 
series, “Hot Spots.” 

There are definite 
flashes of Springsteen, 
The Cars, and Robert 
Gordon in Hazard's 
musical stance, but 
it’s not a blatant rip- 
off, more of a roots 
type of thing. 


For some reason, 
RCA has chosen the 
worst of the five songs 
included here as the 
first single. It’s called 
“Escalator Of Life,” 
and while it isn’t that 
bad, it’s not a winner 
Better they had picked 
“(I Just Want To) 
Hang Around With 
You (w’hich is a lot of 
fun), “Change Reac- 
tions,” or Hazard’s 
great 80 s version of 


Dylan's “Blowin’ In 
The Wind.” 

I think he’ll be big 
And by the way, pick 
up on the single any- 
way, because the flip 
isn’t on the E.P ..It’s 
called “Say Yo” and 
it’s at least as good as 
any of the other songs 
here.

Thurston rallies past Glenn 
to clinch N-W cage crown 


Shades of 1968... 

Remember the Year of the Ti- 
gers,’ and how they came from be- 
hind 40 times, 30 of them on last turn 
at bat ? 

Last Friday night, the Rockets of 
Westland John Glenn were victims 
of a similar rally by the Eagles of 
Redford Thurston as the latter 
claimed their first Northwest Sub- 
urban League championship in 
many years, 49-45. 

It also kept their hopes alive for 
an unbeaten league season, some- 
thing that has not happened since 
1978-79 when Glenn performed that 
feat. 

But Thurston had to overcome a 
stubborn and proud Rocket squad 
that just would not concede the 
league title.

Henry had praise of his opposi- 
tion. “Thurston is the best team in 
the league. They proved that. They 
play hard every quarter.” 

The Rockets have faced adversi- 
ty all season and have beaten back 
nearly every challenge to come 
their way. On Friday night, they 
faced one of their toughest chal- 
lenges — playing without their big 
man, Paul Grazulis. Grazulis, who 
has been a mainstay of the Rockets 
all season, was not even present at 
the game due to a serious foot in- 
jury. 

The injury to Grazulis forced 
coach Henry to change his line-up 
slightly, inserting 6-2 senior swing- 
man Steve Jaskolski. And what a 
move it was. Jaskolski responded 
with his career-best 11 points and a 
passel of rebounds. “Steve was 
asked to do the impossible. He did a 
super job,” Henry said. 

Thurston Coach Gary Fray lick, a 
strong candidate for Metro West 
Coach of the Year, thought he had 
his team primed for this one. He 
wanted them to end the league race 
right here on Glenn’s floor. 

But the Eagles came out a little 
sluggish and soon found themslves 
down 4-0 on baskets by the Rockets’ 
Mike Baydarian and Todd Jen- 
nings. Thurston even trailed 10-4 in 
the first quarter as all five starters 
scored. The first quarter ended, 13- 
8, with the Rockets on top. 

The Thurston fans were on their 
feet in the second quarter as their 
team began to make a move on 
Glenn. Jim Weiss, who has been a 
“money man” for the Eagles all 
season, and Steve Smith, hit four 
free throws and kept the Eagles 
close at halftime, 21-18. 

Glenn left the floor at halftime to 
a standing ovation from their fans, 
who according to Henry, “are im- 
portant to us. We can’t do it alone. 
I’m proud of our fans.” 

But so is Fraylick of the Eagle 
fans. And they rocked the place in 
the third quarter when their team 
came storming back to outscore 
Glenn, 17-10, and take a 35-31 lead. 
Weiss , who “can do it all , ” scored 10 
points and George Sibel, a certain 


All-League choice, added 5 points 
including a shot at the buzzer that 
gave them a four-point cushion and 
impetus for their favorite quarter. 

But the Rockets apparently don’t 
know the meaning of the word 
“quit.” 

Jaskolski hit four points and Gill 
contributed four as they refused to 
concede. They came back to tie and 
even lead in the fourth quarter. 
Baydarian hit two more jumpers 
from outside and Jaskolski hit four 
points as they kept the Rockets even 
with Thurston.
